'Modernized1 Sport 


In the 1870-80 era, one of the favorite 
sports of the American West was shoot­ 
ing the bu ffalo. The large mangy ani­ 
mals provided a robe trophy for many 
an eastern den. The seemingly endless 
herds provided ample opportu nities tor 
retu rning from the hu nt with all the 
hides desired. 
As transcontinental railroads came 
Into prominence, it became a favorite 
sport with passengers to shoot into the 
herds aimlessly, as one might shoot at 
a passing tree or fence post. Crippled 
and dead animals were left where they 
fell for the predators. 
Not u ntil the American bison had al­ 
most disappeared from the plains lid 
the senseless cru elty and destru ctive­ 
ness of the sport hit home. Apparently 
iome modern hu nters are not acq u aint­ 
ed with that chapter in history, becau se 
they are engaged in the same sort of 
determination to annihilate the polar 
bear. 
Alaska and Norway actu ally encou r­ 
age — for economic reasons — the 
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wealthy hu nter from the United States 
who wou ld like nothing better to 
a d d to 
his trophy room than the large white 
pelt of an 8- or 10-foot polar bear. 
The white polar bear is becoming the 
victim of one of the most bizarre forms 
of hu nting yet devised. Two airplanes 
are u sed to corral the bear on an ice 
floe su itable for landing. One of the 
planes lands while the other herds the 
1,000-pou nd animal into the hu nter s 
range of fire. More than 300 polar bears 
were killed in Alaska alone last winter. 
Like the bu ffalo, the white polar bear 
is one of the world’s largest animals, 
bu t it is also one of the most 
a d a pta b l e 
and independent. Despite its enormou s 
weight, it can walk on ice too thin to 
hold a man, swim in the coldest water 
— and it kills only for food, never for 
pleasu re. 
Def ensel ess 
against aerial warfare

It wou ld be presu mptu ou s to 
pontificate on the riots in Los 
Angeles from New York City at 
the other end of the continent. 
Bu t if it is tru e, as has been con­

benefits for the Negroes

not magically materialized from

Rights Act, then a few q u estions 
are in order. 
The fact is that the farm ers 
of California have been crying 
for labor to replace the Mexi 
can braceros who have been 
penned u p on their own side of 
the border ever since Secretary 
of Labor Willard Wirtz decreed 
last 
Janu ary 
that 
domestic 
workers shou ld get first whack 
at su ch things as picking lem 
ons, fertilizing date palms, har­ 
vesting cantalou pes, and plant­ 
ing tomatoes. The response to 
th call for American citizens 
to get the crops in at a going 
wage has been poor, and the 
Departm ent of Labor has had 
to recru it high school stu dents 
athletes for the most part, 
in 
an attem pt to save lettu ce, ber 
ries and melons before the su n 
shrivels them u p. These 
high 
school stu dents have done some 
good work, bu t they have not in 
the natu re of things been able 
to su pply the expertise of t h e 
braceros. 
So valu able crops have either 
perished or have not been plant 


ed. The prices at the grocery 
stores have 
taken formidable 
leaps. 
The D eparting of La­ 
bor insists that it is the middle 
man who is reaping the profit 
from this, and it is all too tru e 
that the farm er, who gets only 
thirty-seven cents of the consu ­ 
m er’s food dollar in 
1 9 6 5 
as 
compared to forty-two cents a 
decade ago, has not benefited 
price wise when and if he h a s 
crops to sell in a scarcity m ar­ 
ket. Bu t when the Department 
of Labor says that it is the 
middle 
man, 
not the banish­ 
ment of the braceros, that is to 
blame for the recent 
p r i c e 
ju mps, it betrays a woefu l Ig­ 
norance of the ancient law of 
su pply and demand. 
The lack of volu nteers willing 
to 
harvest 
cantalou pes 
and 
plant tomatoes 
in 
California 
has been attribu ted to the fact 
that city people don’t take kind­ 
ly to ru ral work. And no dou bt 
many of the Negros in the 
Watts district in Los Angeles 
have become citified over the 
years. Bu t the thou ght will not 
down that scores of you ng Ne­ 
gro em igrants from the old cot­ 
ton sou th have had specific vo­ 
cational training in farm work. 
Many of them have gone to 
northern 
and 
western cities. 
Back in the Thirties, when the 
Okies were 
pu lling u p stakes 
and heading into the 
setting 
su n, there was no fam iliar agr! 
cu ltu ral 
work for them 
to do 
when they got to California.

'Modernized' Sport 


In the 1870-80 era, one of the favorite 
sports of the American West was shoot­ 
ing the buffalo. The large mangy ani­ 
mals provided a robe trophy for many 
an eastern den. The seemingly endless 
herds provided ample opportunities for 
returning from the hunt with all the 
hides desired. 
As transcontinental railroads came 
into prominence, it became a favorite 
sport with passengers to shoot into the 
herds aimlessly, as one might shoot at 
a passing tree or fence post. Crippled 
and dead animals were left where they 
fell for the predators. 
Not until the American bison had al­ 
most disappeared from the plains lid 
the senseless cruelty and destructive­ 
ness of the sport hit home. Apparently 
lome modern hunters are not acquaint­ 
ed with that chapter in history, because 
they are engaged in the same sort of 
determination to annihilate the polar 
bear. 
Alaska and Norway actually encour­ 
age — for economic reasons — the 


wealthy hunter from the United States 
who would like nothing better to add to 
his trophy room than the large white 
pelt of an 8- or 10-foot polar bear. 
The white polar bear is becoming the 
victim of one of the most bizarre forms 
of hunting yet devised. Two airplanes 
are used to corral the bear on an ice 
floe suitable for landing. One of the 
planes lands while the other herds the 
1,000-pound animal into the hunter’s 
range of fire. More than 300 polar bears 
were killed in Alaska alone last winter. 
Like the buffalo, the white polar bear 
is one of the world’s largest animals, 
but it is also one of the most adaptable 
and independent. Despite its enormous 
weight, it can walk on ice too thin to 
hold a man, swim in the coldest water 
— and it kills only for food, never for 
pleasure. 
Defenseless against aerial warfare 
launched by “sports” unworthy of the 
name, the polar bear is disappearing. 
A conference at the University of Alas­ 
ka in September will discuss its fate.

New Sh ower Cu rtain 
Decorates Bath room 


By ELEANOR ROSS 
A pretty bathroom is a lux ury 
I that doesn’t have to be ex pen­ 
sive. Of course, there are some 
real “ way -out” bathrooms but 
they do not and would not fit 
mto the average home. A bath­ 
room such as depicted in many 
magazines would mak e the rest 
of the house 
seem 
downright 
shabby . 
But there can be color 
in a 
spark ling clean bathroom and 
there 
can be pretty 
appoint­ 
ments that aren’t a strain on 
the budget. 
If y our bathroom does seem

change its appearance in a jif­ 
fy . One departure from tradi­ 
tion is a sew-it-y ourself curtain

terry cloth

machine, 
6Vi 
y ards 
of 
terry 
plus 
enough 
fringe to edge the top, bottom, 
and one side. In all, to do the 
job tak es but an hour’s time. 
Besides being novel and 
at­ 
tractive, this curtain is inex pen­ 
sive and can be washed by m a­ 
chine just lik e a bath towel. 
If y ou do not have a dry er, 
replace it on the shower rod to 
dry — inside the tub so that the 
drips will go down the 
drain. 
Stretch the fringed edges and 
center seam firmly to mak e the 
curtain hang straight when dry . 
When y ou weary of the cur 
tain, 
it can be made 
i n t o 
towels, after-bath wrap-arounds 
or robes for the children. 
To mak e 
the curtain, split 
the fabric 
into 
two 
equal 
lengths 
and 
stitch them 
to­ 
gether lengthwise with a plain 
seam on the wrong side. 
Finish a 4-inch hem 
across 
the top, and a 
2 V2 -inch hem at 
the bottom. There are no rules 
for the hem depth, so judge ac 
cording 
to 
the height 
of the 
shower rod. 
The terry panel can hang out­ 
side the tub for decorative pur 
poses, 
while 
the plastic liner 
stay s inside to catch the shower 
spray . 
Select 
cotton 
fringe heavy | from 
enough to go with the tex ture 
and weight of the terry .

| tain, along the draw side, and 
across the bottom hem.
